It is now ascertained that there were 
forty-five persons on the boat. Only 
of this number but twenty-six have 
been found, two of whom, Jordan and 
Ed. Lovg have since died. The latter was in 
the hospital. Out of nineteen roustabouts 
only seven recovered, five of whom are in the 
hospital, severely wounded, Four white ones 
who shipped here were lost. Also a 
who got on board here by mistake nad re- 
fused to go ashore in the coal barge. 

Two cabin boys, named Sach and Carmack, 
and Mary Brock, chambermaid, are also 
known to be lost. 

Anton Shepers, wife and child were saved. 

Richard Oagle, watchman, Henry Rawiston, 
colored porter, and William Duncan, severely 
wounded, are also at the hospital. 

The City of Alton arrived here at noon, but 
brings no additional particulars save that the 
wreek of the barge was stillburning when she 
passed. 

Soon after their arrival here, engineers 
Ashford and Meredith, the mate, James Cor- 
coran, the carpenter, Wade, and the pilot, 
Ed. Patterson, went before Captain Washing- 
ton, the local inspector, and made mitten 
statements to the effect that while the boat 
lay ber boilers were carefully examined 
and cleaned. Everything was in good 
cendition. While at New Orleans new sheet 
had been put in to replace the defective ones, 
but all worked well on her passage up. The 
boat left here at 6:30. 

At eleven o'clock, when the engi- 
neers changed their wateh, Ashford 
tried water and examined the boilers. He 
found the third water gauge flush, and the 
steam guage indicating 184 pounds. The sup- 
ply doctor worked as well as had done on the 
mip. He was oiling the crank wrists when 
the explosion occurred. In aninstant all was 
darkness, and until the boat took fire nothing 
could be seen. The debris of the wreck so 
piled ap in the furpaces the fire could not be 
extinguished. Meredith testified te having 
uiedthe water before going off watch. Eve- 
rything was in good condition, The govern- 
ment eafety guage was locked in a box and 
blew off very low. He had been ordered never 
to allow more than 135 pounde steam. After 
the explosion he made several trips with 
life-boat. Thinks only the middle and star- 
board boilers exploded. 

Richard Cage, the cook, states that the ex- 
plosion was caused by the stopping of the 
doctor, by which the boilers were rents 
nearly dry and red-hot. 

T. W. Gill, deckband, says that the fire 
was caused by, the falling of a lamp from the 
cabin, after the explosion, after which the 
people all took to the parge, but the wreck of 
the cabin falling over on the barge, it took 
fire, causing the people, through fear of being 
burned and maimed, to rush into the water. 
The explosion blew the freight out towards 
the barge, so that the hawsers could not be 
cut. A protest was entered here by the sur- 
viving officers. 

The survivors speak in the warmest terms 
of the conduct of the people on shore, and 
the officers, crew and passengers of the City 
of Cairo. Portions of the wreck passed here 
this afternoon.

The election in this city yesterday 
passed off quietly.

They were 
stopped there, aud went off, doubtless 10 vote at 
some other place. There is no doubt many o 
these poor creatures duplicated their votes, but 
it was done vader the direction of some base 
wretch whe took the advantage of their creduli- 
ty aed ignorance. 

But few of the negroes could read their ti ckets, 
but there was po difficulty on that score, as there 
were plenty of white men at the polis to call 
out the names ef the candidates for them. 

It was quite amusing to waich them as they 
gaibered at the polls. One of the bravest would 
march in and vote, and then the others would 
gatber around bim and eagerly inquire as to the 
modus operand! of casting a vote. One old dart 
was heard to say to several otbers: “It ain't no 
trcuble t) vote. I's jess aseasy. Any nigger 
dat aln’t got sense enough to vote ougut to be 
knocked in de bead.“ 

The srrangements made by the Chief of Police 
to prese ve order were splendid, apd were faiih- 
fi... “arried out.
